The monument is plain but imposing. 


It is 75 feet high, M feet wide at the 
base, with a die six feet square and OK 
feet high. 
A beautiful shaft, 53 feet 


in height, rises from the base.

stands in the center of an elevation, 
a spot of ground fronting on the Ila- 
gerstown pike, about DOO yards north 
of the old historic "Dunkard church." 
It acts back from the pike about 400 
feet and is approached from the pike 
by a macadamised driveway which ex- 
tends in a graceful circle around the 
base of the monument.

Mtiate all long time contracts and dis- 
locate all industrial conditions.

MONETIZED GOLD. 
On the other 


hand, the rapid increase 
in the value of gold with- 
in tiie last 20 years has 
wrought worldwide bank- 
ruptcy, has brought a wail 
of distress from producers 
in all lauds, has again and 
again 
shaken" the very 


foundations of c r e d i t 


throughout the British empire, and right 
now, according to Dr. Eduard Suess, 
threatens a redivisiou of the earth. In 
short, contraction is very many times 
more destructive than inflation. 


"But the inonometallists deny that 


there has beeit any contraction, or that 
gold cheapened,-in 1849-56, or that it 
has really appreciated in value since 
1870." 


Oh, yes, they'll deny anything now. 


Macaulay has well said that if a prop- 
erty interest were affected by it thou- 
sands o( intelligent men would deny the 
law of j. vitation. 
Only a few years 


ago some of the greatest scholars in this 
country denied that a man whose skin 
was black and his hair woolly had .a nat- 
ural right to the fruits-of his labor or 
that a married woman had a right tc 
her own earnings. 


A Dangerous Basis. 


In no speech or book published before 


1890 
will you find it denied that the 


volume of money and its proportion to 
general trade are the main factors in de- 
termining 
the 


general level of 
prices. 
It was 


taken for granted 
that the amount 
of money of ulti- 
mate redemption 
determined 
the 


price level. 
It 


was the founda- 
tion upon which 
all 
disputants 


built their argu- 
ments. But now 
you can hear it 
denied every day. 
And why? Be- 
Puck. 


cause it does not fit the arguments 
of those who have selfish interests to 
serve. 
They now maintain that all 


forms of currency, including checks 
and every other kind of representative 
money, must bo counted the same as the 
coin basis, though every sound financier 
knows that, by the method o* the ad- 
ministration in construing the laws, sil- 
ver now performs no function that 
greenbacks would not, and that silver, 
silver certificates and greenbacks are 
mere token money, all resting on the 
dangerously narrow basis of that metal 
which is tho money of ultimate redemp- 
tion. 


"You admit, however, that the free 


coinage of silver would produce some 
inflation. Suppose it were but 10 or 20 
per cent, as Senator 
Jonus thinks. 


Would not even that much inflation do 
great harm in dislocating existing busi- 
ness conditions?"

The BcnefltB of Expansion. 


I might quote all tho economic writ- 


ers, from Adam Smith down, to the 
effect that tho volume of money is the 
main factor in fixing tho general price 
level. You will find the doctrine ably 
set forth in the works of Adam Smith, 
John Locke, David Hume, John Stuart 
Mill, David Ricardo, William Stanley 
Jevons and by all the French and Ameri- 
can economists. The appalling effects of 
long continued contraction and the al- 
most marvelous benefits resulting from 
a liberal increase in the coin supply are 
thus beautifully set forth by Sir Archi- 
bald Alison in his history of Europe:

The Waft'eg of Labor. 


He might hzvre added, and this point 


seems 
to worry our 
monometallist 


friends, that the wages of laborers rose 
considerably faster than the prices of 
necessaries. 
Even so did they in 1848- 


56. And why not again? In truth the 
wages of more than half our laborers 
have got to rise before there can be a 
rise in necessaries. Mononaetallists have 
conveniently overlooked tho fact that CO 
per cent of the laborers in the United 
States do not work for fixed money 
wages ; they produce, and what thoy sell 
the products for constitutes their wages. 
It is self evident, therefore, that a rise 
in the price of the product is itself a 
rise in wages. This class includes all 
the farmers, cotton, sugar and tobac- 
co growers, vegetable gardeners, fisher-

men, 
growers of all kinds of live stock 


for food, and many others that I cannot 
detail. 
One of the worst errors of the 


monometallist is in assuming that the 
great mass of our workers are hired la- 
borers, and they getthat impression from 
such misleading documents as the Al- 
drich report, about which BO much has 
been said. Examine that report careful- 
ly and you will find that the working- 
men in all the tra-lGS mentioned in it 
do not together number quite one-fourth 
as many as the farmers of the country. 


And their method of treating this 


subject accounts for a very large part 
of tho ill humor among farmers. 
In 


spite of the census aad common sonse, 
our alleged statesman and economists 
insist on treating tho subject as if the 
farmer were not a laboring man. A con- 
gressional committee is appointed to go 
out and prove that wages have risen, 
and of course they prove it. 
But how? 


They take the highest wages paid to the 
most skillful la- 
borers 
in 
the 


high est priced 
cities at the busi- 
est season of the 
year. As a rule 
they take only 
those laborers 
who are in well 
organized trades 
unions, although 
they are hut a 
tenth of the la- 
borers 
of 
the 


country, and they are extremely careful 
not. to take into tho nccouut the number 
w'ho are earning no wages at all, which 
is a pretty considerable item when you 
reflect that in Ohio, for instance, the coal 
minors only averaged 148 days of full 
work last year. If you will take all la- 
borers, especially all who produce tho 
necessaries of life from tho soil, and 
count lost time, you will find that since 
1878, except in cases where they have 
been abnormally kept up by trades 
union methods, wages have declined in 
the same ratio as commodities. 


The Farmers' IVIeager Income. 


A rise in the price of necessaries then 


would of itself be a rise in the wages of 
60 per cent of tho laboring producers. 
But would it stop there? Certainly not. 
The farmers would first pay their press- 
ing debts and set tho money in motion. 
They would then supply themselves 


with those things they 
have wanted so long and 
been compelled to do with- 
out. All the. conn try mer- 
chants and ail the country 
artisans immediately de- 
pendent on the fanners, 
such as blacksmiths, cob- 
iblers, carpenters, painters 
'and the like, would im- 
mediately share in tho 
gain, and all others in the 
improvement due 'to a 
general 
gain in trade.

Unquestionably. No intelligent man 


denies it. How much is duo to that and 
how much to monometallism wo cannot 


figure out to a 
cent, but I think 
wo can come 
much nearer to 
it than the inouo- 
metallists admit. 
All past experi- 
ence has shown 
t h a t increased 
production of the 
necessaries of life 
does not of itself 


reduce prices in the exact proportion of 
tho increase, for increased demand 
comes in arid very frequently offsets 
all the gain in production. 
For con- 


venience's sake I will state in tho brief- 
est possible form what silverites believe 
on this subject We maintain: 


1. That there is not enough gold in 


the world and cannot be enough pro- 
duced to maintain tho present level of 
prices. If monometallism prevails, there 
must be a still further shrinkage. 
I 


dare not conjecture how far it will go, 
but I am certain that it will not stop 
short of 40 cent wheat and 4 cent cotton 
and other things in proportion. Gold 
will then be afar more "honestmoney" 
thau now, for it will buy much more. 
You see how neat and complete this 
honest money argument is and how it 
rapidly grows stronger as prices go 
down, for, if a dollar which will buy 2 
bushels of wheat and 10 pounds of cot- 
ton is more honest than a dollar which 
will buy 1 bushel of wheat and 8 
pounds of cotton, then a dollar wnich 
will buy 4 bushels of wheat or 82 
pounds of cotton will bo twico as hon- 
est as tho one we now have. 


2. That there is not enough of both 


gold and silver to restore the prices of 
1870-3 or of 1880-3. 


8. '.i'hat in consequence of the much 


greater increase of population and pro- 
duction than of the metals, if there had 
been no demonetization, both gold and 
silver would have gained greatly in val- 
ue siuco 1873. 
Tho villainy of mono- 


metallism lies in the fact that all the 
gain has been concentrated in gold. By 
way of general conclusion, I believe that 
monometallism for tho world is impos- 
sible, and that Europe only maintains 
it on the condition that other nations do 
not. 
In fact, if it is to be maintained 


in this country and Europe, wo must 
prepare for another shrinkage so great 
that the people will not endure it. There 
ia a spirit abroad in the country now 
that is not very pleasant to think of, 
and if there is 
another turn of 
tho screw—and 
there 
must bo 


several turns be- 
fore we get down 
to a real gold 
basis—it is much 
to be feared that 
there will bo 
something 
like 


general 
b a n k- 


rnptcy and repu- 
diation. Just con- 
sider this fact:
